Henson refused to gi\e the 
specific date that has hern 
set for introduction of the ms 
bill, except to say that n 
would lie on a Friday in June

A rejiort on the central 
committee meeting was car¬ 
ried hy the official East 
Gentian news service ADN. 

Tlie broadcast said lllbricht 
would continue as East Ger¬ 
man president and the com 


luittrv elected hint 'chairman 
of Hie Social Unity fCom¬ 
munist) party, ADN reported. 
Western diplomatic sources 
said tlie |>ariy chairman post 
was honorary and apparently 

created for Ulbricht. 

The hardline jjolicies of the 
bearded, humorless Ulbricht 
were said to have kept 
Germany split and earned 
him through th£ various 
shakenps within the party. He 
stayed t i r ml y iir*' power 
through Stalin's purges' and 
death, the de Stalinization 
period, and the falls 1 of 
Malenkov and Khrushchiv. 

Ulbricht molded East Ger¬ 
many into a keystone of the 
Soviet bloc in Eastern Europe 
and was a powerful voice in 
fhe 1968 Soviet invasion of 
Czechoslovakia to i»ut tlwn 
the "liberalism” he fougtil all 
his life

Gas, Arrests Curb Protest 


WASHINGTON tUPh 
Antiwar demonstrators tilled 
the streets with logs, nails, 
abandoned cars and their own 
bodies Monday, but police 
stopped them from crippling 
the government by firing tear 
gas and arresting a record 
7,000 persons, including pro¬ 
test leader Rennie Davis. . 

With up to 10,000 regular 
army troops and marines 
aiding Helme ted police' 
squads, Davie and other 
demonstration leaders 
claimed only limited success 
in snarling rush hour traffic 
on Potomac River bridges 
and -major streets end must 


• if those arrested were not 
expected to go tree in time 
for protests early Tuesday 

Not since the 1968 riots 
triggered by Martin laither 
King Jr.'s assassination had 
tlie government pi'uduced a 
greater show of force. The 
resulting arrest total was the 
highest for a single day in the 
city’s history. 

Tlie protest, which launched 
a ttitrd, more militant week 
of demonstrations for an 
early U.S. withdrawal from 
Vietnam, was nonviolent for 
the most part and, with the 
exception of scattered inci¬ 
dents in fringe areas the 


particqiams ottered little 
resistance to police. 

Several hours alter the 
streets were cleared, Davis 
was picked up by FBI agents 
as lie walked on a downtown 
sidewalk. The 20-year-old vet¬ 
eran of many previous anti¬ 
war campaigns and best 
known for his role in protests 
during the 1968 Democratic 
National Convention was 
charged unde* a federal law 
that iHoliibits conspiracy to 
interfere wattr another per^ 
son’s civil rights. He also was 
accused of violating a law 
that forbids any intimidation 
or obstruction of federal 
workers 


Jerry Wilson, the District of 
Columbia police chiei, told a 
news conference ai . mid- 
afternoon that most of those 
arrested were charged with 
disorderly conduct and that 
judges were processing them 
“as rapidly as iiossihle” so 
they would not be liefd 
unnecessarily.

They will see the Bennett Dam, attend a rodeo anil 
a "wild and woolly west" barbecue at Williams

Adding to the wide variety of the people and 
places tour will be attendance at a United Church 
of Canada service at Powell River„the opening of a 
hospital together with an inspection of fishermen's 
wharf at Prince Rupert, and participation in a May 
Queen crowning at New Westminster. 

Queen Elizabeth and the Duke of Edinburgh 
and their daughter face a gruelling schedule. But 
the warmth of feeling that is felt for them should 
help them meet the physical strain. 

And When they fly back to London a week 
from Wednesday, they will take with them 
assurance that they have the respect of British 
Columbians that is second to none of any of their 
friends the world over.

Fine! Wonderful! Bid does ibis advertising, 
paid for by the taxpayers of British Columbia 
through the provincial treasury, give them 
anything for their money?

Growing up in this be¬ 
leaguered Northern Ireland 
city, where bloody warfare 
between the. Protestant 
majority and Ca t h o I i c 
minority has caused more 
than a century of violence, 
bloodshed and death, has left 
Its residue of Ivate in young 
-Martin McLaughlin. 

The 17-year old schoolboy 
lives just off the lower Ralls 
Road, in an alit'athohc 
enclave pocked with rundown 
Iwo-storey houses built during 
the Crimean, war, shattered 
blocks of dynamited and 
horned - out tmildings, and 
streets filled with rolls of 
barbed wire 

“1 have a gun,’’ he says as 
he lights a ngaretle in the 
smoky Belfast dusk 
McLaughlins short statue, 
boyish appearance and horn¬ 
rimmed glasses make turn the 
picture of innocence as he 
walks through the battered 
neighborhood with a visitor. 
(McLaughlin is a pseudonym, 
lie refused to give his real 
name for fear of arrest i 
There is little lo single him 
out from other young men 
flanging out on Hie street 
corners 01 standing laughing 
with groups of girls along (tie 
grimy sidewalk As a meinltei 
of the forbidden IRA, how¬ 
ever, he is sworn to hate the 
British soldiers who man the 
"peace line” of harlted wire 
and corrugated iron that 
splits the area Most of all. he 
is sworn to hate the Prot¬ 
estants who live on the other 
side of that fragile line. 

"1 have an automatic rilfe," 
tip says. "I slvit it jusl two 
days ago. We |*ractice in cel¬ 
lars and empty warehouses. 
With pistols you can practice 
in the living room, shoot at 
mattresses. The last lime I 
fired it at someone was last 
year, on the 3rd of Jqly I 
si lot at a soldier during the 
street riots, sniping from a 
rooftop. I'm not sure that I 
hit him. I think he went down 
et leas'!. I liope so.” 

For McLaughlin, who 
attends Catholic school during 
the day and works nights as a 
helper in a hotel kitchen, the 
roots of haired stretch hack 
to his youth 

"It’s what I grew up with,” 
he says "My father was a 


member of the (IRA) move¬ 
ment and the first thing I 
remember was the peelers 
(police) busting into our 
house when I was about five. 
They ri|M>ed up the floorboards 
and ransacked the house 
looking for guns, it was a 
mess. They went through the 
neighborhood like that. There 
weren't any guns, of course 
the police knew they were 
kept in a.central hiding spot, 
but they went through ripping 
up the neighborhood anyhow.” 

McLaguhlin got his first 
taste of violence in Ii)(i4 when 
at the age of ID, he threw a 
fire bomb a) a group of 
Protestants during another 
riot. "We made them on Hie 
street corners.” he said. "It s 
the sort nf Hung you learn 
from your neighbors around 
here 

"It wasn't hard to do. If you 

spe your own gelling 

truncheoned for no .reason at 
all hy the protestants and the 
peelers, you learn to hale 
Your anger just bingo 
• You’ve grown with the hate 
and if doesn't lake much to 
tiring it up. 

"When you grow up here 
you see Hie IRA slogans on 

4lte walla. For years and 

years they are just slogans 
and then all of a sudddn you 
know what they mean This 
isn't just an attraction like a 
religious or economic theory 
for me anymore It’s very 
real and pail of my life now. 
We have to live and with our 
parents before us. But we're 
not- leaving We won't lie 
pushed out hy anybody and 
we ll fight lo slay ” 

In cities like Derry nr 
Belfast, there is a constant 
running battle between Hie 
soldiers, police and IRA 
members 

Mcleughlin is convinced 
that someday there will he a 
full-scale haltle lo break the 
Protestant armlock on Hie 
country. Right now, he said, 
young Catholic IRA members 
are practicing- with their 
weapons a n d occasionally 
using them in street skir¬ 
mishes 

"When I first fried throwing 
a Molotov cocktail seven 
years ago there weren't too 
many guns to he found in this 
area,” lie 6nid "Now, liny 
aie everywhere "

Statesmen for the loosely-organized activists now- making 
hit-and-run forays against traffic movement in Washington 
had said they wanted to enlist public support tor more

Civil servants and other workers travelling to their jobs 
pul on their most neutral faces and kept moving when they 
came UfMi activists rolling parked cars into die streets, 
piling up trash obstacles or running from |*o!ice tear-gas 
barrages.

. however, may lead Ihe government lo he cautious in its 

optimism 

In recent years, Ihe activists have often served lo 
broaden Ihe range of whal the ordinary public considers 
acceptable anti-war behavior. 

The little old ladies from Hie Midwesl. the while-haired 
teachers from Hie suburbs and oilier res|>eclahle citizens* 
would, at *>ne time never have dreamed of marching on the 
Capitol.

The Alternative Society, 
where substantial numbers of 
young Americans are strug¬ 
gling to build a way of life 
apart from what they see as 
decadent and doomed Amer¬ 
ica, is getting religion.

Followers 
of Kundaiini Yoga form an 
extended family in Seattle 
Spiritualist Steve Casin and 
his 4(Uii.is caravan crisscross 
America sending out vibra¬ 
tions and keeping high on 
energy and truth. 

Names like Lord Shiva and 
Siiakti, words like chakra and 
karma, resound through the 
other society's vocabulary. 
Meher Baba freaks, Maha- 
leshi freaks, even Judaism 
freaks are part of the scene 
wherever Ihe Alternative 
Society is trying to pul a life 
together. 

One common strand runs 
through the profusion of be¬ 
liefs: God can he found 
everywhere, but He can't he 
reached easily through an 
established church, lie it 
Roman Catholic, Protestant 
or Jewish. 

Mention of orthodox Chris¬ 
tianity is almost fenough to 
make a Jesus freak lose his 
smile. 

"They've driven the young 
away hy the millions,” said 
ex-hcroin addict Dennis. 
"There's no real spirit there." 

The out|K)urii)g of religious 
fervor reflects the anarchistic 
spo il o f Ihe Alternative 
Society No Moses has yet 
arrived wiili a new set of 
Commandments. 

And even if one did, he 
would undoubtedly he put 
down for ego dripping m 
power tripping. 

Bill certain values afe 
shared One must not exploit 
another either directly or 
through manipulation; one 
must share with In* IhoHicis 
and sisters; one must not

'The revolt against tech 
nology and Ihe siihbeiptenl 
hack-hr-earth movement are 
lae.ed with religious strains.

The automobile is a soil of 
forbidden fruit in the Soviet 
Union something to 
admire, even to ride in, hut 
not to own. 

Die Soviet newspaper 
I/vestia tells the story of 
whal happened to a citizen 
wito rented a small Moske- 
vich car for a Sunday drive in 
Ihe country. 

It’s one of those moralizing 
accounts, filled with com¬ 
radely indignation. 

Renting cars is new lo Ihe 
Soviet scene; the guiding 
ethic is that ihe customer is 
usually wrong. 

In this case, despite assur 
ances that. Hie car was in 
"firs Potass shape,” the 
S|ieedomeler packed up 
before the chap had driven 
liome. Then there was an 
ominous sound from the 
engine, of a connecting rod 
snapping. 

Before Ihe tow truck 
arrived, the driver had 
managed to buckle a fender. 

For his bjief excursion, Ihe 
unfortunate chap had to pay 
10 rubles (10.40) for the low 
truck and 70 rubies ($84) for 
Hie car rental Since the 
speedometer had broken, he 
was also charged for 500 
kilometers, even though he'd 
had the car out only an liour. 

Since it would take about 
eight months to gel a new 
fender through regular chan¬ 


ts 

neis, the wretched fellow was 
told he’d have lo pay rent 
while Ihe car was off the road 

Hie equivalent of $HK) 

Wisely, he chose lo delve 
Idlo Hie black-market for a 
fender, al 10 limes Ihe 
normal price 

Small wonder Dial car¬ 
hiring has virtually been 
discontinued in Hie USSR and 
now is in limbo wailing for 
officialdom to invent compre 
hensive insurance plans, and 
Hie car dm|>-off system 

The Soviet Union has had a 
lot of problems in its hid to 
enter Hie auto age. 

Khrushchev d i d n i think 
much of cars, and fell they 
polluted a country. He 
opjiosed private ownersldp* of 
them and for awhile in the 
USSR |ieople who managed to 
gel an auto ran Ihe risk of 
jealous neighlxus smashing 
windows and cutting tires at 
night. 

In 196f>, Mr. K's successors, 
Brezhnev and Kosygin, 
announced that the dawn of 
the private automobile was 
about to break, and hold op lo 
your “shlapkas" citizens. 

Deals were made with 
Renault of France and Fiat of 
Italy to help build plants that 
would churn out popular autos 
for individual purchase. 

The first of the modified 
Fiats (renamed Zhiguli) came 
off Ihe assembly line last 
year alniut JO.OOll^of them 


instead of Hie planned-tor 
30,()IM). 

This year, Ihe goal has been 
readjusted from 330,IKK) to 
100,000 Zhiguli cars. 

Of Ihe 250,000 «cars pro¬ 
duced Th Ihe USSR in 1970, 
about 30 per cent were slated 
for private ownership, 30 per 
cent for ex|H)rt, and Hie 
remainder .for official use. 

The annual production of 
popular cars is exacted to 
reach one million in Ihe USSR 
by 1975 about whal Ameri¬ 
can production was in I9lti 
Put another way. it means 
that hy 1975 there will he 
move autos in Ihe hands of the 
people than there*! are tanks 
under control- of the military. 

J>e6pilc high exjrelations, 
the "Soviet auto industry has 
expereinced lit He except prob- 
lems And Ibis will intensify, 
it seems, since very little 
concern is being voiced alioul 
improving highways and other 
facilities. -.via* "" 

Although Ihe USSR occupies 
one-sixth of the 'earth's sur¬ 
face, it has less tiian one 
million miles of roads 
about twice that of France. 
Service stations are still as 
rare as oases in Ihe Sahara. 

In Moscow, for instance, 
where' 7 million people live, 
there . are only 13 repair 
garages In Donetsk (popula¬ 
tion 900,000) there isan’t a 
solitary service station, 
according lo Izvestia 


A hig problem seems lo tie 
the built-in bureaucracy of 
the, Soviet system. Up to 40 
ministries and departments 
are involved in approving 
supplies lo auto factories. 
There’s also a chronic short¬ 
age of skilled workmen. 

Customers have had to wail 
up to five years for a car 
which has to lie paid for in 
advance. 

Now the price of a car has 
been boosted (which is retro¬ 
active for those wiio've paid 
for, hut not picked up their 
cars). 

’The "new, improved." 
Volga, for instance, will cost 
foreigners wiio have hard 
currency aland 12,000. Soviet 
citizens will have to pay the 
equivalent of $10,000. A Volga 
resembles a 1938 Plymouth 

The Zhiguli will cost Soviet 
buyers over $0,000. Its coun- 
terpart in Italy, the Fiat, 
costs around $1,700. The 
enormity of the price sinks in 
when one realizes that a car 
costs about four years’ pay — 
based on Hie average monthly 
wage of 130 rubies, 

All tills is simply of ab¬ 
stract interest to non-Soviets, 
but to comrade* Bezhnev 
and Kosygin, the Great l.eap 
Foward into the auto age is 
a Pandora's box of head¬ 
aches. 

Maybe Khrushchev was 
right after all.

An opposition which 
is "trying to make head¬ 
lines with trick ques¬ 
tions" is lulling the fed¬ 
eral cabinet into a “false 
sense of security,” Esqui¬ 
mau - Saanich liberal 
MP David Anderson said 
Monday.

Tills, he said, gave the

in which it was easier for it 
to make mistakes which 
might be detrimental to the 
country. or to the Liberal 
party. 

The liberal government 
under Prime Minister Ixaiis 
Si iJiurent in 1957 suffered 
from this sort of false secur¬ 
ity, Anderson said.

for the good of the country.

It was likely, 
lie said, Canada would some¬ 
time need Uio*»e gas reserves 
as the basis of new industry 
or to support continuing in¬ 
dustries. 

"We should talk hi the 
Americans, but they should 
not dictate our energy policy 
. to us," he said.

Loud cheers, whistles, ap¬ 
plause and shouts of “God 
save the queen" surged 
through the crowd as the 
queen slowly stepped otf the 
gangplank of the Britannia 
Monday night to be greeled 
by Victoria Mayor Courtney 
Haddock and his wife. 
Blanche. 

When the mayor arrived at 
the CPR docks on Belleville 
aixnjt 45 minutes before die 
arrival of the Britannia. 


throngs of people had already 
taken position to give the 
queen a royal welcome. 

Clad m his official robe - 
chain of office around his 
neck the mayor paced 
nervously. 

"Who are you?" a little Isvy 
in blue jeans sitting in the 
sand asked the mayor. 

"I'm tiie mayor of Vic¬ 
toria." Haddock replied. 

“I think it’s pretty neat of 
the queen to come here," said 
Fred Clarke, 9, of 319 King¬ 


ston, getting up, shaking the 
dust off his blue rcans. 

Later, when die queen, 
followed by Prince Philip, 
Princess Anne, Prime Min¬ 
ister and Mi's. Trudeau and 
other dignitaries, stepped 
ashore, Fred was among the 
first to cheer. 

Quickly, die royal party 
was ushered to waiting limou¬ 
sines and on die drive from 
die pier to Belleville, it was 
the prime minister who sev¬ 
eral times almost stole die 
show. 


Leaning from his car, ruf¬ 
fling hair of youngsters, wav¬ 
ing to crowds, Trudeau got an 
enthusiastic welcome from 
Victorians. 

Following a (hive through 
Victoria streets, die royul 
party arrived in Centennial 
Square packed by Uiou- 
sanda of people, of whom 
some had been waiting for 
more than two hour* 

Past lines of aldermen. 
Greater Victoria mayors and 
their wives, the queen — 
escorted b y Haddock — 


slowly made her way to a 
platform an winch the city’s 
welcome ceremony was about 
to begin. 

She walked from one aider- 
man to die next, asking 
questions of just about every¬ 
one. 

What was Aid. Clyde Sav¬ 
age interested in as alderman 
ol die city of Victoria? Parks 
and greenbeits to assure 
pleasant surroundings, Savage 
replied. 

Haddock then welcomed the 
queen to the city which "so 


proudly beaie die name of 
your great-grandmother." 

Ttie queen's visit, tie said, 
brings pride and joy to the 
hearts of Victorians. 

Haddock presented die 
queen with a deed of land, 
dedicating a small parcel of 
land on Wharf Street as 
Queen Lluabetii U Square. 
The tiny property which has 
on it die original Fort Vic¬ 
toria mooring rings used by 
early sailing ships, will be¬ 
come a national historic site. 

He then unveiled a painting 


of Victoria Peak, a mountain 
near Forbidden Plateau. The 
picture, painted by Victoria 
artist Lila Young, was given 
to the queen as a gift from 
die city. 

"This mountain iias the 
silhouette o f your great¬ 
grandmother Queen Victoria 
— produced by nature," Had¬ 
dock said. 

Haddock announced that die 
city of Victoria also received 
a gift from the queen — an 
album with pictures of Queen 
Victoria which, he said, would

Signing of die city's visitors 
Umk by die royal party 
concluded the ceremony.

Ouetien presented the pro¬ 
vincial government with a 
federal study of the undei 
water jrark proposal He 
ditin I make |>ubiic the con 
tents of the document which 
was carried out by Howard 
I'aish and Associates, a Van 
couver tirm ot ecological 
consultants. 

kiernan later said lie liadn t 
had any opportunity hi study 
die federal document and 
therefore wouldn’t commdnl 


to; at least a week The 
minister added at present tie 
wasn’t even sure lie under¬ 
stood die concept of an 
underwater park “let alone 
endorse it."

A federal task force is bufc> 
determining what unique 
undei-waler features could he 
included in the proijosed park, 
deciding which of tiiese are 
likely to be die core areas 
where die heaviest protection 
is applied, and to tentatively 
set boundaries 

Davis' said tlie co-operation 
of die province is needed in 
the protection of adjaceni 
land areas, particularly where 
tiiese too are unique. He 
added: "I'm sm'e die provin¬ 
cial government will lie very 
enthusiastic about Hie pro¬ 
posal." 

Park standards, die federal 
minister said, would rule out 
mineral development includ¬ 
ing oil drilling, and would also 
probably require strict con¬ 
trols over discharge of 
sewage and other pollutants 
into die area from ships and 
pleasure craft as well as 
sliore installations. 

But he said the heavy 
commercial sea traffic 
through die strait would he of 
no more ctxisequence than 
national parks 
Jasper. 

the next decade or so. 
Davis added, underwater 
vehicles would probably he 


available to take viators to 
view the underwater splen¬ 
dors.

— The queen, Prince Philip and 
Princess Anne are greeted by Premier and Mrs. 
Bennett. The queen is escorted to the front of 
the dais.

She then 
returns to the front of the dais. A 1,000-voice 
school choir will sing O Canada followed by the 
locally-composed Tills is British Columbia.

Seventeen years ago, on the Sunday closest to the official 
first day of spring, The Daily Colonist announced its first free 
seed offer in this column. If I remember correctly, they were 
seeds of the Black Zucchini squash, at that time virtually 
unknown in our part of tlie world. And every spring since 
1954, free Colonist seeds have been made available to the 
gardeners of Vancouver Island. 

It hasn’t been easy U? find suitable seeds for these gifts.. 
Moetly they have heen Imported from distant lands, and 
usually they have had some unique or dramatic quality not 
found in the run-of-the-mill flowers and vegetables ordinarily 
grown here. 

The seeds I have for you this week are particularly 
interesting, and I am sure all keen gardners will welcome 
the chancy to grow and enjoy them. These seeds are of a 
special dwarf form of the annual Delphinium known as the 
Hyaointh-fl(M*ered Lartopur, developed in France and win¬ 
ning gold medals and other high awards in several Eupro- 
pean countries. 

The plant grows to a height of about 14 inches, hearing 
spikes of Delphinium-like flowers somewhat thinner-stemmed 
and more graceful than their tall perennial cousins, and in 
nine or 10 different shades and colors ranging from red 
through pink and salmon to the deepest blue. 

Sir Thomas Hanmer, writing in the year 1659, mentions 
nine colors, in single, double and variegated forms, and says: 
“Some kinds of Lark’s Heel have the stalkes set so thicke 
with flowers that the stalkes are not to bee seene, presenting 
themselves in great gaiety and beauty to all beholders.” 

In those early days, flowering plants were valued more 
for their healing properties than for their beauty, and with 
the Larkspur, the seeds were used for various medicinal 
purposes, including a cure for toothache. 

(hoarsely powdered and pulverized, the seeds were rubbed 
into children's hair to destroy nits and lice. Thomas Tusser, 
in 1572, valued Larkspur for the treatment of suppurating

wounds, and he held that the juice or the distilled water of 
the flowers would sharpen and strengthen the eyesight — 
“Nay, even the constant looking upon them will have that 
effect; whence some hang up bunches of the floures in their 
chambers.” 

literally, the Larkspur is a right for sore eyes! 

For garden decoration, Larkspur is especially effective In 
front of a tall fence covered with sweet peas, and fortunately, 
it blooms its head off either in full sun or in light or partial 
shade. As a cut flower, it can be arranged in masses of single 
colors or in harmonizing shades such as soft pink tn rose, or 
light blue to purple. Pure white is stunning when used alone. 

The blooms will keep fresh for about five days in water 
Spikes can be dried successfully fur winter bouquets and 
arrangements, and will retain their color suprislngly well.

Ping Creates Pong 


WASHINGTON — Now that 
the euphoria is over ai)out our 
ping-pong match with Red 
China, people are starting to 
think about Hie significance of 
a REAL detente tietween the 
United States and the 
People's Re|Hihlic of China. 

I hadn't given it much 
thought until I talked to my 
friend Cutaway at the State 
department. 

"Well,” he said, “it looks 
like we’ve made a break¬ 
through with the People's 
Republic of China.” 

“That’s good.” I said 

“No, that's bad. The Soviets 
are very mad at us because 
we're playing table tennis 
with Chou En-lai.” 

“That's bad,” I said. 

“It could be good,” Cut¬ 
away said. "If the Soviets are 
afraid of us making a deal 
with China they might be 
more accommodating about 
the SALT talks on nuclear 
wea|x>ns.” 

“That's good,” I said. 


“It could be bad. If tlie 
Soviets decide that an Amer- 
ica-China pact was a threat to 
their security, they might 
insist they need larger nu¬ 
clear weapons to protect 
them from the Chinese.” 

“That's bad.” 

“It could be good. We might 
risk the Soviet wrath in order 
to ojien up trade with a 
country of 800 million people. 
The Chinese need everything, 
and there is no reason why 
we shouldn’t consider them 
our largest potential cus¬ 
tomer. It's a very significant 
market.” 

“That would be good,” I 

agreed. 

Cutaway shook his head. 
“Bad. In order to sell them 
stuff, we’d have to buy things 
from them.” 

“Is that bad?” 

"In a sense it is, because 
the Chinese might undersell 
the Japanese to get our 
business. If we bought things 
cheaper from the Chinese 
Uian we did from the 


Japanese, we could cause an 
economic disaster in Japan." 

"We'd have to put Pearl 
Harbor on full alert again,” I 
said. 

“H would he good, though, 
if the Japanese realized that 
they could no longer flood the 
American market. Then we'd 
manage to have lielter trade 
relations with them.” 

“That's good ” 

“Of course, it wouldn’t help 
our employment situation 
here, because if the Chinese 
undersold the Japanese — and 
we can't compete with tlie 
Japanese now — there would 
be less jolts than ever in this 
country" 

“That’s bad,” I said. 

“It’s good in this sense: 
Once we build up a strong 
trade relationship with China, 
we could encourage Chinese 
tourism to this country. You 
gel 50 million Chinese tourists 
here at one time, and ALL 
the airlines and iiotels would 
show a profit.” 


“That would be good.” 

“The only thing bad about 
it is Uiat there aren't enough 
Chineso restaurants to handle 
them all.” 

“1 was afraid of that,” I 
said “what else do you see 
coming out of the detente?’’ 

“The reason Secretary 
1 ird said we had to build an . 
ABM system was to protect 
us from the Red Chinese. If 
we eventually become their 
friends, we won’t need the 
system.” 

“That's good,” I said. 

“But it will already have 
been built by then and cost 
the country 50 billion dollars.”

Praise Women’s Lib! 


I frankly don’t understand 
tlie men who are worried 
about the “population explo 
sion” and yet at the same 
time ridicule or shrug off Hie 
women's liberation m o v e- 
ment 

Because it seems clear to 
me that the latter offers the 
best hope of averting * the 
former. We won’t get our 
population growth down to 
wtiere it should be until all 
women are encouraged to be 
more than mere breeders of 
children. --**“• 

It is significant that, all 
over the world, the birth rate 
is the highest precisely where 
the social status of women is 
lowest. In poor, primitive, 
wholly male -dominated 
societies, tlie woman has 
nothing to look forward to but 


taking care of tlie house and 
having babies. 

As naftons become more 
affluent and more technicized. 
Hie opjxirtunities for women 
expand, the liberties increase, 
and the birth-rate falls 
cor respondingly. Wherever 
women are given free options, 
many of them choose careers 
over child-bearing, or at least 
balance the two. 

And, as civilization becomes 
more technical and less 
physical, the biological differ¬ 
ences between the sexes liegin 
to make less difference. 
Men’s size and strength no 
longer count for very much in 
keeping the society going; it 
is tlieir brains that matter. 

No one but a rank 
misogynist would deny that 
women’s brains are just as 


good as men. Tlie genders 
may have different tem|>cra- 
mentai abilities (even this is 
not certain, for what we think 
is “inborn” in women may lie 
only a cultural modification), 
but the best intelligence tests 
we can devise show no 
significant gap between the 
sexes. 

It is not the dissemination 
of widespread birth-control 
methods that will reduce 
population; women must be 
motivated to want them and 
to use them. And the most 
effective motivation is a 
social order that freely per¬ 
mits women to achieve the 
same status as men, that 
provides equal opportunities 
and equal rewards. 

A peasant woman in China 
or India has little future but 


in her children; a trained and 
educated wo man will 
commonly marry later and 
have far fewer children, if 
her life is filled with broader 
goals. And she will lie a more 
intelligent and interesting 
mother if she understands 
how her society works and 
contributes to its development 
by her individual skills. 

We can no longer afford to 
keep our beliefs in air-tight 
compartments: to deplore tlie 
population explosion in one 
breath, and in the next to 
maintain an absurdly old- 
fashioned notion about 
“woman’s place.” Woman's 
place is at man's side not 
under bis (hot; and even her 
sexuality, I am convinced, 
will flourish when she gains 
this parity.

Ypu did it purely as a form of safety 
play, liecause you could afford to lose a club if Kast had

Sewer Plan 
Needs Help 


By NANCY BROWN 

A million dollar sewage 
system for Sidney is sched¬ 
uled to go to tender within a 
few weeks, according to Sid¬ 
ney Mayor Stanley Dear. 

Cost of the project has 
risen more than 40 per cent 
since the Capital Regional 
Board — which will look after 
the project — studied it last 
year. 

At that time designers 
Willis, Cunliffe and Tait 
Company, consulting en¬ 
gineers estimated cost at 
some 5716.000. 

Dear could give no explana¬ 
tion other than generally 
rising c o s 18 for the un¬ 
expected price increase. 

He said actual construction 
of the sewers depends upon 
the extent of provincial 
government help available. 

The provincial government 
has said that It will pay 75 
per cent of the cost of 
municipal treatment plants 
over two mills. 

x 

According to ‘ Dear, the 
ability of Sidney taxpayers to 
afford the sewers and treat¬ 
ment plant will depend upon 
interpretation of that legisla¬ 
tion. 

If the government will pay 
75 per cent above two mills 
for the complete project, then 


cost to Sidney taxpayers will 
be about 530 a household, said 
Dear. 

"If they will only pay on 
the treatment plant itself, 
then Sidney clearly won't be 
able to afford the plan, and I 
shudder to think of the 
alternatives," said Dear. 

He said the alternatives 
could include a complete 
building ban, but in that case 
the beach pollution from 
already overloaded sewers 
would continue. 

Under letters patent of the 


‘I shudder

Capital Regional Board, 
sewer work undertaken by the 
board does not have to go to 
referendum. 

Sidney council has been 
moving towards the sewage 
scheme since 1968. when a 
study by Willis, Cunliffe, Tait 
and Company estimated the 
cost of sewers without a 
treatment plant at $316,840. 

Later another study was 
prepared giving the cost of 


the treatment plant as about 
5100,000 - a figure that has 
been increased under current 
plans to 5150.000. 

Sidney is also carrying out 
a storm sewer de¬ 

signed to take stJWi water 
out of the sanitary sewers. 
That program was estimated 
in 1968 to cost S629.Q67. 

However. Dear said Satur¬ 
day that all work done in the 
town since the plans were 
drawn up has cost some 40 to 
50 per cent above estimates. 

The Capital Regions Board 
will carry out the project, 
charging the town of Sidney 
for the work done. The cost 
will not show up on this 
year's mill rate and no 
estimate was available on the 
possible tax increase next 
year, other than the $30 per 
house offered by Dear. 

The district has insisted 
that most storm water should 
he taken out of the sanitary 
sewer . system within ten 
years and all of it within 15 
years. 

Dear said the trunk and 
treatment plant plans do not 
include a new outfall. 

He said the present outfall 
will be used, and a monitoring 
program carried out to see if 
it is working satisfactorily.

Jubilee Program 
Speeds Recovery 


By JOHN MATTERS 

A study of patients in Royal 
Jubilee Hospital shows sur¬ 
vivors of "heart attacks" have 
•had their apprehensions 
greatly eased and their sub¬ 
sequent recovery hastened, by 
frank audio-visual education 
that begins soon after they get 
back on their feet. 

The program was prepared 
and its results were tested by 
Marie Gauthier, a registered 
nurse who is a graduate 
sociology student at the Uni¬ 
versity of Victoria. The B.C. 
Heart Foundation helped fund 
the-work. 

Miss Gauthier and cardi¬ 
ologists are convinced that the 
knowledge it is imparting to 
patients about heart disease 
and its remedies is of great 
assistance. 

The main beneficiary is the 
person who might be per¬ 
plexed and worried about his 
health and his future. One of 
14 units of tapes and slid££, 
for example, discusses occu¬ 
pations and the relationships 


helween work and heart 
disease. 

The audio-visual series is 
also of help to the nursing 
staff of the hospital’s coron¬ 
ary care unit. 

One of the most difficult 
problems faced by those 
nurses have been the patients' 
questions. Traditionally, 
nurses in a heart ward have 
been vague and timid in their 
replies because they were 
uncertain just how susceptible 
the person was to Emxiety. 

The audio-visual education 
program means nurses no 
longer have to be preoccupied 
with the accuracy of those 
answers or with the effect 
their answers might have on 
the patient. 

It is the doctor's choice 
whether he wants his patient 
exposed to the series or any 
part of it. The doctor decides 
which units are best suited, 
and after that exposure has 
occurred the patient is tested 
for his knowledge and motiva¬ 
tion. 

Last year, a study was 
made of the program's effect 


among a pilot group of 19 
patients in Royal Jubilee's 
coronary care unit. The re¬ 
sults were compared with 
those of an identical number 
who were excluded from the 
program. 

'"Die results showed the 
shroud of mystery can be 
lifted.” said a spokesman for 
the hospital's oardiology de¬ 
partment. "Those on the 
program felt greatly re¬ 
assured by the knowledge 
that gavp them a great deal 
of motivation. It was a very 
positive reaction." 

The taped instruction begins 
on the patient’s eighth or 10th 
day in hospital, usually when 
hrs heart's behavior is being 
monitored by telemetry. This 
would- be near the half-way 
point of his hospital stay, 
which means that before 
discharge the program has 
been well-covered. f 

One of the longest of the 
tape and slide units dea)» 
with 4he anatomy of the heart 
and coronary arteries — a 20- 
minute talk with 16 slides.

Tax Bill Postponed Again, 
June Friday New Target

OTTAWA ~ The Trudeau 
gov ernment’s long-delayed 
tax reform bill has been 
delayed again, and now it will 
probably be mid-June before 
the legislation is presented to 
Parliament. 

The tux legislation probably 
will be accompanied by a new 
budget, Finance Minister 
Edgar Benson told the Com¬ 
mons Monday, although he 
said later the government 
may decide to bring down its 
budget earlier. 

Benson refused to give the 
specific date that has been 
set for introduction of the tax 
bill, exoept to say thai it 
would be on a Friday in June. 

Speculation is the legislation 
will be brought down on 
Friday. June 11. 

The new target date for tax 
reform has effectively de¬ 
nt royed any chance that 
Parliament can adjourn on 
schedule for a summer recess 
»t the end of June. 

Some MPa are predicting 
there will be no summer 
recess at all. Besides tax 
reform, other items on the 
Bovernm ent's legislative 
agenda are behind schedule 

Thr finance diiniater said 
the only reason for the delay 
was gargantuan task involved 
in drafting the reform legisla¬ 
tion. which promises to be the 
most sweeping ever 'intro¬ 
duced. 

"There's no hidden reason " 
Benson told reporters, “it’s 
just a helluva drafting .job."

down in the fall of 1969. was 
originally scheduled for intro¬ 
duction in late 1970.

Prior 
to Benson's disclosure in the 
commons Monday, most 
par liamentarians had ex¬ 
pected tlie bill would be 
introduced this month. 

Speculation that the bill will 
be introduced June 11 is 
based on Benson's disclosure 
that he will meet with 
provincial finance ministers 
to discuss the legislation 
shortly after it is introduced 
in the Commons 


A federal-provincial confer¬ 
ence will be held in Victoria 
June 14-16. It is considered 
probable that Benson will 
arrange a finance ministers' 
meeting immediately follow¬ 
ing that meeting. 

Federal budgets usually are 
not brought down on a 
Friday. However, because of 
the sweeping nature of the 
reforms contained in the new 
bill and the possible effects on 
the stock market, the govern¬ 
ment has decided on a Friday 
to enable a two-day period of 
contemplation before the 
country’s financial institutions 
open for business again. 


In tlie end. two press 
officers attached to the tour 
had to step in and help police, 
each of them pushing people 
back out of the way. 

One of the press officers 
estimated that the people 
were within about nine inches 
of the queen. 

Others were jammed up 
against the cars that were 
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waiting on Douglas to taka 
the royal party to tlie yacht.

Crowd estimates in Victoria 
were wide-ranging - from a 
conservative 10.000 at Inner 
Harbor and along the motor, 
cade route to a high of 50.000 
It was believed that another 
5.000 to 8.000 were in and 
around Centennial Square.

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BERLIN (UPIi Walter

Ulbricht told the * party 
central committee he no 
longer was up to the strenu¬ 
ous job he has held since 1953 
and it was time to turn the 
party leadership o v e r to 
younger hands. 

He nominated as his suc¬ 
cessor Erich Honecker. his 58- 
year-old "crown prince." and 
the central committee unan¬ 
imously approved the choice. 

A report on the central 
committee meeting was car¬ 
ried by the official East 
German news service ADN. 

The broadcast said Ulbricht 
would continue as East Ger¬ 
man president and the com¬ 


mittee elected him chairman 
of the Social Unity (Com¬ 
munist) party, ADN reported. 
Western diplomatic source* 
said tlie parly cliairmun post 
was honorary and apparently 
created for Ulbricht. 

The hardline policies of the 
bearded, humorless Ulbricht 
were said to have kept 
Germany split and carried 
him through tlie various 
shakeups within the party. He 
stayed f i r ml y in power 
through Stalin's purges and 
death, the de-Stalinization 
period, and the falls of 
Malenkov and Khrushchev. 

Ulbricht molded East Ger¬ 
many into a keystone of tlie 
Soviet bloc in Eastern Europe 
and was a powerful voice in 
the 1968 Soviet invasion of 
Czechoslovakia to put down 
the "liberalism" he fought all 
his life.

Arrests Curb Protest 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
Antiwar demonstrators filled 
the streets with logs, nails, 
abandoned cars and their own 
bodies Monday, but police 
stopped them from crippling 
the government by firing tear 
gas and arresting a record 
7,000 persons, including pro¬ 
test leader Rennie Davis. 

With up to 10.000 regular 
army troops and marines 
aiding h e 1 m e t e d police 
squads. Davis and other 
demonstration leaders 
claimed only limited success 
in snarling rush hour traffic 
on Potomac River bridges 
and major streets and most 


of those arrested were not 
expected to go free in time 
for protests early Tuesday. 

Not since tlie 1968 riots 
triggered by Martin Luther 
King Jr.'s assassination had 
the government produced a 
greater show of force. The 
resulting arrest total was the 
highest for a single day in the 
city’s history. 

The protest, which launched 
a third, more militant week 
of demonstrations for an 
early U.S. withdrawal from 
Vietnam, was nonviolent for 
the most part and, with the 
exception of scattered inci¬ 
dents in fringe areas, (he 


participants offered little 
resistance to police. 

Several hours after the 
sheets were cleared, Davis 
was picked up by FBI agents 
as he walked on a downtown 
sidewalk. The 30-year-old vet¬ 
eran of many previous anti¬ 
war campaigns and best 
known for his role in protests 
during the 1968 Democratic 
National Convention was 
charged under a federal law 
that prohibits conspiracy to 
interfere with another per¬ 
son’s civil rights. He also was 
accused of violating a law 
that forbids any intimidation 
or obstruction of federal 
workers. 


Jerry Wilson, the District of 
Columbia police chief, told a 
news conference at niid- 
aftcmfion that moat of those 
arrested were charged with 
disorderly condurt and that 
judges were processing them 
"as rapidly as possible" so 
they would not be held 
unnecessarily. 

But he said "the vast 
majority will spend the night 
in jail" and at 5 p.m. PDT 
only 300 protesters had been 
given court hearings. The rest 
were scattered about in jails 
all over the city, except for 
an estimated 1,200 who were 
being held in a fenced-off 
practice football Held next to 


Roliert F. Kennedy Memorial 
Stadium and another 1.000 or 
so win) were confined at Ft. 
Bclvoir. un army base in 
suburban Virginia. 

President Nixon, returning 
lionie after a weekend at the 
western White House in San 
Gemente, Calif., was under¬ 
stood to have concurred with 
the action taken against the 
protesters. 

Leaders of the May Day 
Tribe, which sponsored the 
action, claimed partial 
success but acknowledged 
their failure to "stop the 
government." Bui they pre¬ 
dicted that "tomorrow we’ll 
be more together." 
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
